Lecrrnes —Mizs Hallie Q. Brown, 
the Afro-Americgu orator and reciter, 
cave two lectures in the Foresters' 
ball, on Tnesday and Wednesday even- 
ings, under thg anspices of the Canter- 
bury branch of the B. W. T. A. On 
Tuesday evening the Rev. J. J. Bam- 
bridge presided, and was supported 
on the platform by Mrs. T. Berry, 
Mrs. G. Cole, Mrs. Amey, the Rev. A. 
L Wharton aud others. In his open- 
ing address the Rev. J. J. Bainbridge 
mate reference to the Drink Bill for 
1897, recently touched upon in the 
Keutish Gazette and Canterbary Prexs. 
In statisties it said that the 
bill itself for the year 
amounted to no less than 4152, 
000,000, Jt went on to «how that in 
mr own country the drink bill 
amounted to £4,500,000, and in om 
beloved city of Canterbary, the bill 
for the one year £98,000.

went together and helped farther the 
canse of total abstinence in the states.

My Dear Friendes—Ilt is indeed a 
long time since I last wrote, I regret- 
ted the delay, but could not help my- 
sell. We were fully looking out for 
Bishop Grant in January, aud every 
Pastor was trying to put everything 
straight so as to make the Bishop's 
visit as happy as possible. 

Revival broke out in my church in 
October, 1897. The fire continued to 
burn till January. Our watch night 
service in December 31, 1897, was a 
glorious one. All who were present 
will never forget the feeling which was 
produced that night. Before the honr 
of service began, the church was 
crowded to overflow. The friends be- 
gau shouting, aud by the time 1 got 
ther, the commnnion rail was packed 
with penitents seeking for Salvation. 
The stewards were obliged to get 
benches to accommodate the rest who 
could not obtain « place at the commu- 
nion rail The service began 11 earn- 
est! The very singing was converting. 

I gave a pointed address and was 
assisted by the Holy Ghost. I felt as 
I never felt before. By the time I got 
through the whole church was in con- 
fusion. Von could hardly distingnish 
saints from sin ners. Some were prais- 
ing; some were crying for pardon, I 
2 np and felt as if I had lost wy 
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rapidly chasing the hour hand. It 
was then ten minutes to midnight— 
the yoar was going! The moments 
were flying away, and I annonneed to 
them that the year 1897 was rapidly 
departing from the roll of time and it 


get at once what he'needed from God.“ 
I left it with my friends to imagine the 
feeling which pervaded the church 
till the solemn hour of twelve o'clock 
was announced. After the clove of 
the service, the people kept shonting 
till day-break. Nine souls were set at 
liberty. Only four of *these are mem- 
bers of my church. The rest are from 
other churches. They dave come to

Having heard that Bishop Grant 
will be ont about the middle of Febru- 
ary, 1 thonght I should run awa} from 
town a little in order to take a little 
rest £0 as to prepare myself for hard 
work on the arrival of the Bishop. I 
started tor Rotumba, a pleasant sea 
port town up our river. The air there 
is very salubrious. We have a mis- 
sion in this interestiug place. After 
two weeks absence from home, I re- 
turned 
On Friday, 4th February, the mail 
steamer came with Dr. Manning, 
Secretary United States Logation, Li- 
beria. The whole of us were under 
great excitement thinking that the 
Bisbop had arrived also. All our mem- 
bers were just repairing to the Pier 
Head when it was whispered that the 
iche has (treat and sad 
the disappointment, especially a+ there 
were some grave matters for the Annn- 
al Conference which required the Bis- 
hop's whole and undivided attention, 
*0 the disappointment came very heavi- 
ly on ns, I don't like to think on it; 
nor to comment on it. If there was a 
time when a Bishop's presence was 
needed iu western Africa it was at this 
tims. 

The present crisis calls for it. Apart 
from special business in connection 
with our Missions, great good would 
have been dong in our midst by the 
tishop's presence, as we were told he 
is a great revivalist. I have been im- 
agining what a terrible excitement 
will be cr-ated, and the hundreds of 
souls which would have been set at 
liberty. I thought so much of the 
thing till I dreamed of it. I am 80 
sorry the Bishop did not come, It 
created some feeling in us anyhow, I 
hope the Bishops wilf think seriousfy 
over the matter of sending a proper 
person for this great work. Au iuex 
perienced young man would surely get 
bewildered when ho 
tade of the work aud the responsibili— 
ty entailed, It is a position too dizzy 
for young heads; especially for a place 
like Sierfa Leone, where we have the 
greatest observers of men and things. 
I need not say more, as time will speak 
for itself. 

To our great surprise the Jannary 
number of Tur Voten or Mis8ons 
cam and brought ad news abonrtthe 
death of Mrs. Bishop Turner. I could 
hardly helieve the neu 5 for Dr. Man 
ning, who has broken Nis passage and 
stayiug with me, told me he left 
Mrs. Turner well.”

and request admission into the A. M. 
E. Church. and Low, upon the failure 
of the delegation to reach America in 
time to meet the General Conference, 
an improvised session of the North 
Georgia Aunnal Conference was called 
to meet by its Bishop, and how the 
said improvised conference, after ex- 
amining the papers and documents 
of said delegation, admitted the 
same into our traveling work, 
and through the delegation the 
Ethiopian Church, aud how the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of the Missionary 
Department appointed the Rev. James 
M. Dwane, the chairman of the dele- 
gation, snperintendent of the late 
Ethiopean church, and authorized him 
as one of our elders to return to South 
Afr ca and to receive the ministers and 
member officially into the A. M. E. 
Church, and superintend the same till 
the arrival of a Bishop. 

The foregoing is so well known to 
our church in all parts of the world 
that a repetition of the same woul | be 
a waste of time. 

In order to visit that fleld and im- 
part to our Missions there the stamp 
of Epise pal recognition and anthor- 
ity, we left our residence in Atlanta, 
(ia., February Tih to discharge this 
duty. Rev. Dr. L. J. Coppin and the 
members of Bethel Church, Philadel- 
phia, Pa., halted us by the way aud 
tendered ns a grand reception, with a 
large number of ministers from adja- 
cent churches, as an expression of 
their approval. Dr. John M. Hender- 
son and his large congregation, with a 
number of m nisters, graced by the 
pre*ence of Bishops Grant aud Der- 
rick, did tho same in New York City 
the following evening. 

On February 12th we took shipping 
for Liverpool, England, and from 
there we went to Sonthampton 
by railway, halting a few days in Lon- 
don till the next ship was ready to 
bear us to Cape Town, 

We left Southhampton, England, as 
soon as the vessel was ready, and 
started to the point of its destination. 
We encountered a severe gale on the 
first night of onr departure; but upon 
reaching the Bay of Biscay, where we 
expected serions weather, we found it 
calm and our passage across it a pleas- 
ant one. But just before reaching 
Cape Blanco, the ship steamed into a 
sand fog, aud for nearly four days the 
Surroundings were productive of un- 
pleasant apprehensions. 

The trip, afterwards, was delightful 
till about a day after crossing the 
equator, when the south east trade 
winds, combined with the equinoctial 
gales, met us fifteen hundred miles 
earlier than usual, and for twenty six 
hundred miles we rode the most 
frightfal billows that any one on the 
ship had ever before witnessed on that 
section of the ocean. i 

Great fears were eutertaiued for the 
safety of the ship, as it was loaded 
down to deep water mark with railroad 
iron and lucomotives, and therefore 
had no spring to her. Many slept 
with life preserveis fastened upon 
them, when able to sleep at all, but 
we committed our destiny into the 
keeping of God, and felt as contented 
as if in a land palace. God was on 
our side, however, and the ship 
reached her port iu safety. 

At Cape Town, a city of 73,000 in- 
habitants, we disembarked and were 
met at the dock by Rev. M. M. Mo- 
kone, Presiding Elder; Rev. J. M. 
Kanyane, P. E., who had come 
1,100 miles from the interior to met 
us, and Rev. Marcus Gabashays, who 
bad come about 700 miles, asc Rev. 
Johu Tule of the Baptist church and 
Rev. P. S. Kuze, both of Cape Town, aud 
« number of others whose names we 
cannot recall at present. After an 
exchange of greetings, they drove us 
to one of the fine hotels of the city, 
that we might be the recipient of every 
comfort, but we peremptorily refused 
the expensive accommodations and 
told Brother Knze, our pastor there, 
to drive us to his own house, and allow 
us to Share his accommodations, He 
did so, and we spent four days in 
Cape Town. 

While in the city, we attended our 
church, which is at present & very fine 
and spacious ball, which they rent for 
the use of worship. A graud recep- 
tion was tendered us, which the Ameri- 
can minister and other diplomats at- 
tended, and many of the most select 
inhabitants of the city, among whom 
were members of every church, and 
the gathering consisted of every 
oolor and almost every national- 
ity. The order, style aud  refine- 
ment, which our eyes beheld sur- 
passed by far our most flattering ex- 
pectations. As we bave somewhat de- 
scribed Cape Town in our correspond- 
ence to the papers, it is nunecessary to 
repeat. Suffice it to say, that the peo- 
ple there are exceedingly anxious for 
a large church, and a fow of our schol- 
arty and able pulpit powers who can 
measure up with ministers of other 
nationalities, in all that appertains to 
pulpit mastery, which I azsured them 
the A. M. E. Church had in large

cated in as healthy a region as the world 
affords, While the surroundings are 
pictnresque and present « s1blimity by 
reason of the table mountains, capped 
with «now at times, and convolntion- 
ary clouds, are ravishing to the 
sight and staggering to the imaging- 
tion, 

No more inviting field can be found 
anywhere on earth, for some of 
our scholarly divines who may possens 
the spirit of Missions, and vast multi 
tudes of intelligent, well to do, und 
indeed wealthy people would gladly 
become attendants aud members, for 
no colored minister, till a Year of 80 
ago, was found in Cape Town. All the 
ordained ministers at least were white. 
True, the colored people are members 
of the different churches, in common 
with our brathers aud sisters in white; 
they, however, have begun to discover 
that churches of their own and minis- 
ters of their own race, with the re- 
quired learving and ability, wonld be 
of far more henefit in a progressive 
measure, than worshiping among the 
whites all the time, where they are 
compelled to ocenpy a Subordinate 
status. 

Leaving Cape Town upon the Nar- 
row Gange Railroad, we traveled for 
over three days through the most rug- 
ged region of country, for at least five 
handred miles, our eyes ever beheld. 
A deseription in detail we will not 
panse here to give; bat the remainder 
of the distance was beantiful, and in- 
deed romantic beyond description. 
At the end of three days and a half we 
reached Johannesburg, nearly eleven 
hundred miles from Cape Town. The 
city papers having announced the time 
for our arrival in advance, brought a 
large number of Americans, white and 
colored; including the. Jubilee Singers, 
to the railroad station, where we were 
welcomed by them ins manner highly 
complimentary and even flattering. 
Carriages awaiting us, soon conveyed 
us to a delightfal stopping place, in 
company with Revs, Mokone, Kan- 
yane and Xaba, who attended ns from 
Cape Town. 1 

We found two A. M. E. Churches 
at Johannesburg, and such was the 
multitnde who came to hear us preach, 
we had to leave the church and hold 
service in the public street to acegm 
moda'e the people. Rev. James M. 
Dwane, the snperintendent, was here 
awaiting us and conducted the service 
in the native language, and translated 
our. 8ermon with marvelons readiness, 
which we tried to deliver. The pres- 
ence of an A. M. E. Bishop was re- 
garded by the colored people, to say 
nothing of our membership, as au ex- 
traordinary occasion, We spent the 
next two days in receiving delegations 
and shaking the hands of thouzands. 

From Johauesburg we went to Pre- 
toria, the capital of the Trausvaal Re- 
public, where Elder Dwane had order- 
ed the Conference to meet. When we 
arrived at the depot the scene beggared 
description. Thousands were thereto 


their gratified emotions, in a manner 
which made us feel exceedingly hum- 
bre, and really brought tears to our 
eyes, We were driven to the residence 
of Rev. M. M. Mokone, - where hun- 
dreds of children, dresged in white, 
cate and sang before us, and after 
a number of s hes of welcome 
hal been delivered, and traus- 
lated into Englich hy Elder 
Dwane aud Xabha, and vociferous 
cheers almost rent the skies. Hand- 
shaking was next in order. When we 
were through we could scarcely work 
our fingers, A little friction arose be- 
tween the two congregations, as to 
which pastor we Should stop with, but 
Elder Dwaue silenced the trouble, by 
deciding that we should stop with Rev. 
M. M. Mokone and board with Rev. 
J. M. Kanyane. It was a little incon- 
venient for us, but we are always for 
peace. 

Next morning Conference assembled 
in the large brick church, of which El- 
der Kanyane is Pastor, and seventy- 
one brethren answered to their names, 
some, however, being local preachers. 
Aſter religious serviees by Elder 


guage that all understood, Rev. Jaco, 
bus G. Xaba was elected secretary and 
Rev, Abel 8. Gabashana assistant. 

The Bishop appointed the necessary 
committees, assisted by Elder Dwane. 
The Conference remained in session a 
week and was honored with the pres- 
ence of two kings aud one chief, who 
had come «a great distance to witness 
our deliberations, with large numbers 
daily filling the church. We im- 
parted all the instruction we could as 
to conference business in the A. M. E. 
Church, which they appeared to im- 
bibe with surprising readiuees. 

While many of the ministers speak 
and understand English, yet for the 
benefit of the whole, every motion 
male had to be translated into Eng- 
lish for our benefit; indeed all the 
sermons, Missionary and Educational 
aldresses, and conference floor de- 
bates had to be translated into English 
before we could understand them. Yet 
many of them were highly eloquent 
aud displayed a common sense that 
almost dumbfouuded us. While higher 
education is far more prevalent in this 
country than in South Africa, among 
our people, we believe the preponder- 
ence of common sense is in their 
favor. They have large heads, mas- 
sive brain and the flash of intelli- 
gence, iu great numbers, among them. 
And the result is made manifest in 
their business transactions, we pres 
dict that in a few years hence, some 
of the greatest men of the race, will be 
found in South Africa. Owing to the 
great distance to reach Pretoria, many 
of the minister# who should have been 
present failed to get there, and au- 
other conference was regarded indis- 
pensable, and the conference resolved 
to divide aud let the territory of the 
Trausvasl Republie and the Orange 
Free State, constitute the Trausvaal 

Conference, and Cape Colon 
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robes, a 

elected to desiguste the kind of minis- 

vestments, that sbould be worn 
by the Elders, and another kind to be 
worn by the Dezcons, but nnordained 
preachers shall not be entitled to any 
robe, and we way here pause to re- 
mark, that when the members of the 
Conference appeared in their robed 
attire, they proventen au imposing ap- 
pearance, which makes the minister s 

u sacred in the eyes of both the 
civilized and the hedthen,; and im- 
parts « deferential respect which 1s 
potential of great good; and enables 
them to exert civil, as well as 
religions influence amoug the heath- 
eus. The Conference resolved to ob- 


the church, and gave me money for 
doctors Moore and Shafer; and as 
Easter Sabbath, appeared during Con- 
fetence; when the ministers were 
chiefly absent from their work, thoy 
desigusted another Sabbath to 
raise money for Missions, which we 
are certain they will cheerfully and 
gladly do. 

Due of the most remarkable things 
connected with the Conference ses- 
sious, was the independence displayed 
by every member of the body, ap to the 
ctose of both Annual Conferences: Not 
u living preacher, and some of them 
hall starvation places, asked for one 
penny from the Missionary Depart- 
ment to assist them in taking care of 
themselves and their wives and chal- 
dren; every time a brother rose to his 
feet we expected to hear some appeal 
to the mother charch, as they call 
the church in America, for financial 
assistance, to prosecute his work, but 
not one man asked for a penny. There 
was not a pauper preacher in the 
more than a hundred who are mem- 
bers of the two Conferences. 
The only request, they made 
of the mother church, was to as- 
sist them in building a col ege or 
Seminary, and supply it with scholarly 
teachers from the graduates of our 
own colleges in America, and they as- 
sured us, that if the mother chure“ 
would do so they would farnish the 
lands, and they would have their gov- 
ernments to pay as mnch as we pay to 
sustain the teachers. If we pay $5,000 
the goverument will pay $5,000, and 
if we pay $10,000 or $20,000 they will 
have the government to pay 810. 000 or 
$20,000. One of the kings said, that 
if the A. M. E. Church in America, 
would send ten or twelve teachers and 
supply the books and other apparatus 
and provide for their support, he 
would make his subjects baild the 
houses necessary for a college, but 
his kingdom wou d be too much out 
of the way, and incouvenicnt of ap- 
proach to accept of his propoxition. 

The conference having adjourned 
we left Pretoria for the next annnal 
conference at Queenstown, some six 
hundred miles distaut. 

We again halted at Johannesburg a 
few days, and were waited upon by 
the pagtor and elders of the 
Presbyteriau Church, aud were 
told they desired to unite with 
the A. M. E. Church We preached 
for the congregation that night, 
opened the doors of the church and 
the Pastor and Elders walked up and 
gave us their hands, and all the mem- 
bers did the samę. I wrote ont an ap- 
pointment for the Pastor to the same 
church, and they named the:said church 
Turner Chapel A. M. E. church, by a 
resolution just before the benediction 
was pronounced. The next night an- 
other Congregational church and its 
Pastor also united with us, aud the 
following Sabbath uight, the miuister 
who came from the Presbyterian 
church, went and received the pastor 
and members of an independent Meth- 
odist oburch; so that while we found 
two churches in Johanuesburg, we left 
five congregations upon our departure. 
Kach with its own pastor. More than 
"a dozen other congregations sent for 
ns to come to different points, and re- 
ceive them into the A. M. E. Church, 
but we had neither the time to spare 
nor the money to meet expenses, as we 
had not provided for the enormous ex- 
pence? which attended our travels, es- 


for two trunks than we did for our own 
tickets, for trunks are not included in 
railrogd tickets, as they are in this 
country. And had not the South Af- 
rican brethren, given us $175 we would 
have been short financially, for such 
expenses we have never had to com- 
front—$3.00 au hour for a carriage at 
Johannesburg and other places aud 
every other expense at the same rate, 
was simply frightful. 

Leaving Johaunesburg, we pro- 
ceeded to Bloemfontein, the capital of 
the Orange Free State, where we 
preached, lectured and arranged with 
the secretary of state and the presi- 
dent for the recognition of our minis- 
ters, as they had been the victims of 
some restrictions by the government. 

Some parties had told the govern- 
ment officials, that the A. M. E. Church 
was some new bogus organization, but 
the scene changed when he looked at 
our papers. Having adjusted matters 
at this point, we balted here and else- 
where till we reached Queenstown, 
the seat of the new Anunal Confer- 
ence. 

We were carried to the finest hotel 
of the city, but we objected to the va- 
riety of comforts which the hotel 
furnished, and we were 
carried over among the people 
of our own race. As we had no church 
in Queens Town, we held our coufer- 
ence in the Salvation Army hall, and 
we think it would be useless to give 
the Conference procedure here, in de- 
tail, as it was very much like the one 
we held in Pretoria, except that a 
number of ministers who were at the 
Transvaal Annual Conference, had be- 
dome acquainted with our mode of 
frauzzcting business, aud rendergd 
great assistance in making the deliber- 
ations of the second Couference much 
more easy upon the Bishop, than the 
first, as they knew how to take, bold of 
matters, and, in many instances, you 
would have thought they were some 
of our experienced brethren from this 
country. At the end of another week, 
Conference adjourned, and, in a round 
about way we returned to Cape Town, 
ay we preached and lectured in 
the finest theatre of the ae nr 
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and handkerchiefs at us, as long as 
as they could see us. N 
Our membership in the south Afri- 
can Conferences are as follows

three congregations which we received 
after the adjournment of the Transvaal 
Conference, amountiug to 334; gives 
us 7,175 in the Trausvaal Annasl 
Conference.

8o that our membership in Sorth 
\fricd; amounts to the graud total of 
10,800, and we should not be surpris- 
ed if the number is not doubled by the 
nett session of our General Confer- 
ens. We ordained 31 Elders aud 10 
Deacons at the two Conferences. Some 
eight of the ministers who had already 
been ordained to the eldership. insist- 
ed upon having « regular Elder's cer- 
tificate from the A. M. E. Olwret. 
Nothing else would appear to satiaff 
them, and, as we conld not give them 
the docu ent they demanded without 
reordination, we ofdained the » over 
and left them contented and delighted 
with tleir parchments.

And, Whereas, the growing needs of owe 
church in South Africa. which we betteve is 
dextined to spread and multiply to the sur- 
prise of the Christian world, would require 
regular and constant Eptzcops! supervision, 
and more $0 at our yearly Conferences as 
new members, Deacons and Elders will be 
in constant and pressing demand; 

And, Whereas, other Christian Churches 
of Epis*opal form have several Bishops 
here in easy touch, under some of whom 
mombers of both conferences In Svouth 
Africa have served and labored and know, 
and can testify of the benefits to the church 
of which they are the Lord's servants; 

Resolved. That we humbly and rever- 
ently pray his lordship, the Senor Bishop 
of the A. M. E. Church, our prezent honored 
chairman, to consecrate ou general super- 
intendent, and invest him with the power 
of ordination, that we, in South Africa. 
may also have Epis*opal supremacy present 
with us, and such recoguize authority 
as will keep our ministry and church here in 
harmony with our mother, the A. M. E. 
Church, the world over.

Resolved. That If our prayer is granted 
by his lordship, the senior Bishop, that the 
Suffragan, or Mixsionary Bishop, be re 
garded by us, as, sabject to the regular 
Bishop of Africa who may be appointed

After the adoption of the foregoing 
we kept the matter under consideration 
for a out two weeks and finally asked 
Elder Dwane to submit his opinion of 
the matter to us iu writing, and the 
following is his letter upon the sub- 
ject:

Your Guacet—Having heard the request 
made of you by a resolution of the two 
Annual Conferences, I most humbly and re- 
spectfully beg to inform you that I am a 
of the African -Methodint! 
Episcopal Church, and am determined to 
live and die 80. 

If it will be in keeping with your judg- 
ment that I should be the chief representa- 
tive of th» A. M. E. Church in {his country. 1 
shall be obedient and loyal to the regular 
Bishop of Africa, whoever he may be, or 
any other ruling power of the Church, and 
do all in my power to utite our people and 
build up a great wing of our church in 
South Africa, aud should I be directed to 
cease exoreising the functions of the office, 
I will comply without a murmur and nl auy 
appointment assigned me. While I may not 
be the man for the place, nor do I covet the 
hard work and travel, which the duties will 
involve with its sacrifices, yet I see that such 
an arrangement is an absolute necessity in 
our present condition, if it is possible to 
make it.

Having carefully, prayerfully aud 
protractedly considered the petition, 
and though realizing its force and rea- 
son, we resolved, nevertheless, not to 
comply, as we were apprehensive that 
a number of non-progressive men, void 
of the spirit of Missions and caring 
nothing for Africa and never having a 
progressive thought, seek conspicuos- 
ity by fault-finding, and in many in- 
Stances, as We believe, have never 
been boru of God, would try to raise 
a howl by pretending that we were do- 
ing some great wrong; but we changed 
our mind and regolved to do right, 
whatever might be said or done by 
men who study more to fetter and 
shackle the church than to advance it 
and lift it up, and we did 8 for the 
following reasons: 

1. We. saw its necessity; for t 
Church of Englavd has bt — 
aud the Roman Catholic bas five Bizh- 
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2 every year, with two 


months ot travel on the voean, where 


shonld ask him to preach once on the 
chip, and then be told not to talk too 
long. That money expended in erect- 
ing churches and helping 

would be far more profitable to 
ohurch. 

5. Tue storms and sea mountains 
with which we had to wrestle for 2,600 
miles, would make every Dishop and 
minister in the church, grant such 6 
«mall and reasonable request in three 
minutes, had they been in them. 

6: The veriety of languages spoken 
in that section appeared to us, that it 
would be wise, iu the invipiency of 
our work, to have a man who could 
comprehend them, till our brethren be- 
came more acquainted with our rules 
and regulstions. 

7. Tae South African brethren, as 
will be seen by their resolution, did 
yot ask us to ordain a regular Bishop 
for the A. M. E. Church, but «imply 
« Vicar Hishop, to be subject to the 
regular African Bishop, and do his 
bidding, whoever that Bishop may be, 
and we are very certain it would not be. 
ourself after the General Conference; 
yet if God should prolong our life, we 
would gladly accept it, as aged as we 
are. And while we went through the 
regular form of ordaining Bishops as 
fonnd in our book of discipline, we 
used the words Missionar or #ubor- 
dinate Rizhop for Sonth Africs 
through the service. 

8. We know that we were violating 
no law, if the revolutions adopted 
by the General Conference of 
1884 are legal, for they simply make 
« Bishop, « big Elder, and as we tried 
to get the Bishops to leave them ont of 
the last edition of the Discipline, as 
«cores of other things have dropped 
ont, or been left out, from time to 
time, and they having refused to leave 
them out, is a declaration that a Bishop 
is nothing more than « chairman or 
chief Elder. Hence, had we ordained 
« regular Bishop, sure enough, we 
wonld have «imply violated the law of 
mode, but not the investitnre of sacred 
rights. To us, the doctrine is revolt- 
ing, but there it remains in our 
book of Discipline, to make us the 
laughing stock of every man of sense, 
or of the reading the world. 

9. We farther granted the request 
because it is evident that our foreign 
fields will have to look ont for them- 
selves, and put forth their own leading 
men, and the mau who caunot see the 
truth of this assertion, must be intel- 
lectnally blind, 

10. Finding in the Christian Record- 
er the death of Bishop Armstrong and 
knowing that his vast territory had to 
be divided among the present Biushops, 
was the event, however, which caused 
us to reach a decision more inexorsbly, 
than did anything else. For no 
Bishop can now spare the time to go 
to South Africa under three years, and 
a number of ministers will have to be 
ordained there next year. 

These ten reasous we think sufflei- 
ent to justify our action. We have 
two more, however, which we may 
give at some future time, but we trust 
we shall not be forced to deliver them. 
All we ask for Vicar-Bizhop Dwane is 
financial aid, to help him to travel in 
sections where we have no church and 
where he is already in great demand. 

The brethren of Sonth Africa with 
the Vicar-Bishops have determined to 
establish the A. M. E. Charch in 
Mashonaland, and if they do so, the 
distance will be long aud expensive, 
and Brother Dwane #n0#ltd be aided 
with his expences, as this will give us 
African Methodism practically on the 
north, west, south and in east Africa. 

They propose to have the continent 
of Africa belted by on? next General 
Conference. 

While a regular Bishop was present 
with the brethren in South Africa, we 
allowed them to elect two delegates 
from each Annnal Conference, as they 
had joined the A. M. E. Church any- 
way, by a unanimons resolution, before 
the last session of our General Confer- 
ence at Wilmington, N. C. But the 
two delegates appointed to visit onr 
last General Conference failed to reach 
America till after the adjournment of 
said Conference. We, therefore, de- 
eided that they were members of the 
A. M. E. Church from the time the 
Ethiopian Church ceased to exist, ond 
they united with the A. M. E. Church 
by resolution, and were therefore enti- 
tled to representation in General Con- 
ference. 

Having reported the most prominent 
features connected with our visit to 
South Africa, and having laid the 
foundation of a branch of the A. M. E. 
Church, which we are satisfied will 
numerically equal the mother Church 
in less than 40 years, unless it is stab- 
bed in the house of its friends, we sub- 
mit this report in the conscioutness of 
having endeavored to do onr official 
and Christian duty, aud trust it will 
be satisfactory to you and to our 
church at large.

The black people are 
known as natives, oocasionally referr- 
ed to as Negroes and colored people. 
One class of mixed bloods are known 
as bastards by those of darker hue. 
Race prejudice exists here, however, 
among the whites, but it is not alone 
confined to the Negro, as in the United 
States, bnt all of the colored races, 
Malays, Mongolians, ete., come in for 
a share. 

We have frequently been amnsed by 
hearing the whites say as we passed or 
went into some house, with our son 
David M. Turner, who is with us: 
„They are not Negroes; they are 
Americans.” This is the first place 
we have ever been that the white peo- 
ple refuaed to let us bea N True, 
in England, Ireland, Scotland, France, 
Germany, Spain, Portagal and Italy 
our color has been no bar, but they 
never refused us the high honor of be- 
ing a Negro till we reached here. But 
we learn that we will get Negro to our 
heart's content when we reach the

Report of Philadelphia Conference. 


BY REV, 8. r. HOOD, 4. M. 


Tue Philadelphia Conference con- 
veued at Columbia, Pa., Wednesday, 
May the 18th. 

he aunnal sermon was preached by 
Rev. Levi J. Coppin, D. D., the pas- 
tor of the Mother Church at Philadel- 
phia. Dy. Coppin is an expository 
preacher and the text taken ou this 
occasion was one well calculated to 
illustrate the Doctor's superior pulpit 
ability. The text was from Matt. 
xxviii, 19-20, and for a plain, prac- 
tical exposition of God's word, which 
went straight to the heart in beneficial 
instruction few could equal it. 

After organization and communion 
that marvelous man, Bishop Grant by 
bis great executive ability which not 
only shows power bat power man 
ifested in so many various Ways, ac- 
complished more in one day than is 
usually done at a Conference. He kept 
the brethren moving from the very be- 
ginning, enlivening the proceedings, 
sometimes with songs carrying the Con- 
ference to the highest point of enthu- 
siasm, sometimes with jest, for the 
moment having the house almost con- 
vulsed with laughter, sometimes with 
his inimitable eloquence, and yet al- 
ways coming beck down to solid driv- 
ing work. 

The special features of the Confer- 
ence were the number of good sermons 
and addresses that were delivered dur- 
ing its sessions. All the general 
officers present, among whom were Drs. 
Parks, Henderson, Johnson, Kealing 
aud Hawkins, made addresses, setting 
forth the interests of their respective 
departments. Dr. Parks tried very bar 
to evade making a leugthy address on 
the Women's Missionary Day, but in 
response to the calls of the house aud 
the request of the Bishop, spoke with 
all the energy;of his sonl for this cause. 
No one can hear Dr. Parks without 
being deeply impressed. He has not 
the Missionary work on his mind; he 
has it on his heart. He is acquainted 
with all the fields, with all the men, 
and all their needs, and his policy to 
man the Missions fields, with the 
strongest men, is the only true one. 
Our Church must gain prestige and 
power in foreign lands if Dr. Park's 
idea is carried ont. 

The speech of Prof. Hawkins for 
his department, was full of facts and 
strong conelusions deduced therefrom. 
His riuging tones, clear voice and en- 
thuastic spirit told the Conference in 
unmistakable terms that he had a 
true idea of the work to be done for 
the Church and race. 

Prof. Kealing, in a quiet, short, 
scholarly address, was & personifica- 
tton of the higher thought of the 
Church he represents as editor of the 
A. M. E. Review. 

Dr. H. T. Johnson was called upen, 
but as Dr. Henderson had already 
spoken for the Publication Depart- 
ment, Dr. Johnson declined to speak. 

There were a very large number of 
representative white men for a small 
place like Columbia, who visited the 
Conference. Among them were the 
Pastors of the city, who, when called 
upon, were the most frank in expres- 
sing thei” appreciation of egro 
thought, energy and organization as 
illustrated by the A. M. E. Church. 
The Pastor, Dr. Gordon of the First 
Methodist Church, arose to such a 
pitch of enthusiasm that he said he 
would be glad to see a Negro president 
of the United States. Ex-State Sena 
tor Kauffman, who bolted the Quay 
machine, and as a consequence, was 
defeated for re-electon, also, was among 
the visitors. The Conference took 
special delight in seeing aud hearing 
tram Mr, Ashley, who, through efforts 
of Rev. 8. W. Thurston, our ener- 
goetic Pastor at this point, has given 
employment to forly Negroes in a 
silk mill he has started under the 
management of Rev. Mr. Thurston.

Bishop 
Grant preached one of his pecnliarly 
touching sermons, instructive and feel- 
ing. Strong men bowed in tears, and 
women wept like infants. Who ca» 
define Bishop Grant's power as a 
preacher. Does it not rest in the in- 
bereut greatness of his personality? 

Daring this Conference was the 
tenth anniversary of the election of 
Bishops Grant, Gains, Arnett ani 
Tanner to the bench. The matter was 
alluded to. A short commemmorative 
service was held and greetings tele- 
graphed to the absent ones. 

Bishop Tanner was present during 
the whole Conference and ably assist- 
ed his colleagne. The men were par- 
ticularly pleased to have their old 
Bishop among them once again. 

At the opera house servioe in the af- 
ternoon, Dr. T. D. Henderson preach- 
ed an evangelistic sermon. Quite a 
number stood up for prayer.
